A LOOK AHEAD 


McKinley-Enthusiasm Will Sweep 


tne Convention Like a Cyclone. 


Tne City as Well as tne Convention In' 


live" Hands of McKinley Men.

St. Louis, June 13.—Not since the 


Elaine hosts swept down on Cincinnati 
in 1876 has a Republican National con- 
vention been so dominated by a single 
personality as will be the great gather- 
ing of Republican delegates that will 
formally open here next Tuesday, and 
bow before the McKinley tidal wave. 
Those who have been studying the 
political sky say that the McKinley en- 
thusiasm will sweep the convention 
like the cyclone that tore through the 
city the other day. The great distress 
and sorrow that have overtaken the 
city would chill the enthusiasm of an 
ordinary convention, but so deep does 
the McKinley feeling seem to run that 
there is little expectation that the elo- 
quent signs of the recent disaster will 
be able to check its manifestation. 
It looks as if the city as well as the 
convention will be in the hands of the 
Ohioan's supporters. 


The convention hall, which has cost 


§70,000, has been especially built for 
the occasion in the big City Hall park, 
within a short distance of the Union 
depot and but a five minutes' car ride 
from the leading hotels. The building 
will cover more than an acre of ground. 


It look like a great four-story marble 


building, with an extra story or can- 
opy rising from its top in the shape of 
a ridge roof. 
The canopy is so made 


.that the glass can be raised, giving the 
hall perfect light and ventilation. 
In 


addition .to. this, there is. a series of 
ventilating fans. The sides of the hall 
have many windows, and there are 
more than 100 exits and entrances. 
It 


is built entirely of wood, butr a brigade 
of firemen will be constantly on hand 
with their engines steaming. 


The hall will seat 13,601 persons. 


The Minneapolis convention hall had 
about 11,000 seats. - There will be no 
posts in the hall. 
The seats will be 


arranged in the shape of rectangular 
amphitheatre. -They will rise up on 
four sides of the square pit which 
forms'the ground floor, and which is 
occupied by the delegates and the alter- 
nates. ' The floor and the lower banks 
of seats will seat about 8,000 people. 
The upper bank will seat. 6,000. 


Three thousand five hundred admis- 


sion tickets are to be given to the Busi- 
ness 
Men's League of St. Louis, 


through whom the money for building 
the hall was secured. Each of the 924 
delegates will have three tickets, and 
each of the alternates will have one. 
The best chance for visitors to the con- 
vention to get tickets will be through 
their delegates. There will be a band 
of 1,500 pieces in the hall, and these 
will also have badges and tickets. 


Every indication points to an im- 


mense crowd at the convention, as al- 
ready the 
badged 
and ..uniformed 


boomers are arriving in -battalions. 
Colonel Richard C. Kerens, of the Na- 
itonal committee, and Senator Tom 
Carter each estimate that there will 
be at least 150,000 strangers in St. 
Louis at that time,- and there is a prob- 
ability that this number will be ex- 
ceeded. There will be at least 50,000 
from Missouri,"from 20,000 to 25,000 
from Ohio, and from 15,000 to 20,000 
people are expected from Iowa to shout 
for Allison, and among these will be 
1,000 men who will ride into the city 
on white horses. 
There will be 20,000 


men from Indiana, and a large delega- 
tion from Maine, and there will be 
thousands of Republicans from New 
England to shout for Thomas B. Reed. 
About 5,000 men are expected from 
Chicago. New York will also send 
5,000. 


One feature of supreme importance 


to every visitor to St. Louis is its new 
railway station, which is the largest in 
the world and by far the most beauti- 
ful. 
Under its roof are -three and a 


half miles of tracks. 
All engines are 


left outside, so- that the interior^ is. 
smokeless. . 


The Southern Hotel catches the most 


important personal and state head- 
quarters. There will be found the 
headquarters of the delegations from 
Massachusetts, Illinois, Ne^v Hamp- 
shire, Maine, Minnesota, Colorado, 
New York, Nebraska, Ohio, and there 
will be the rooms of General Alger, of 
Michigan; Sheriff Pease, of Chicago; 
J. H. Manley, of Maine; Colonel Saund- 
ers, of Colorado; Colonel Swords, of 
New York; William McKinley, of 
Ohio; Senator Allison, of Iowa; Col- 
onel Mark Hanna, of Ohio, and I). A. 
Lawrence, of New York. 


The Planters' Hotel is sheltering 


these 
delegations, 
among others: 


Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
Washington, 


California, Wisconsin, Kentucky, West 
Virginia, Arkansas, Missouri, Idaho, 
Montana, Tennessee, and Union Repub- 
lican club, of Philadelphia. 


The delegates when seated will num- 


ber 918, divided as follows: Alabama

' The number necessary to nominate 
will be 460: McKinley will have to 
fight the field. The only hope of the 
anti-McKinleyites lies in defeating his 
nomination on the first ballot. 
They 


think if they can do that a break will 
come to some dark horse. For the 
first time in many conventions, the 
candidates opposed to the leading man 


do not expect the lightning to strike 
them, they simply wish to defeat Mc- 
Kinley. Neither Allison, Reed nor 
Morton, the leading opponents of. Mc- 
Kinley, is said to look for the nomina- 
tion. Each will be satisfied if he can 
do his share toward making a combina- 
tion strong enough to defeat McKinley. 
Long before the first ballot the antis 
will know their strength, as it will be 
hard to escape a test vote in the orga- 
nization.of the convention, in the mak- 
ing up of the committees and the hand- 
ling of the question of the contested del- 
egates . The contests will be as fol- 
lows: Alabama, 20;. California, 4; 
Delaware, 6; Florida, 8; Georgia, 10; 
Kentucky, 2; Louisiana, 12; Mississ- 
ippi, 18; New. York, 12; North Caro- 
lina, 2; Pennsylvania, 2; South Caro- 
lina, 18; Tennessee, 4; Texas, 30; Vir 
ginia,4 ; Arizofta, 6. These contests 
arise chiefly from bolts over silver and 
McKinley. 


According to the present programme 


fixed on by the leaders, Governor Mor- 
ton's name will be presented to the 
convention by Chaunecy M. Depew. 
Governor Hastings will present Mr. 
Quay's *naiue, ex-Governor Foraker 
will 
nominate McKinley, 
Senator 


Henry Cabot Lodge will speak for Mr. 
Reed, and Representative Henderson 
for Allison. 


On the first ballot, McKinley's ar 


dent supporters declare he will have 
550 votes. They give Reed 99, Morton 
62, Quay 56, Allison 41; the rest being 
scattered or doubtful. 
The antis de- 


clare that McKinley will fall 50 below 
the 460 necessary to nominate and like, 
Blaine, at Chicago, will eventually 
find his support melt away. 


The best "line" on the probable 


platform is contained in a recent speech 
of Senator-elect J. B. Foraker, of Ohio, 
who will present McKinley's name. 
He said: "The Republican party is 
united. 
All its members agree on pro- 


tection ; they agree on reciprocity, and 
they practically .agree" on finance, and 
when the National convention meets at 
St. Louis on June 16, it will declare its 
belief in bimetallism, but will declare 
its opposition to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver until the same can be 
brought about through some interna- 
tional agreement or i-ome other means 
that will neither advance, nor depreci- 
ate any dollar of the United States, but 
maintain its face value all the world 
over." 
t 


William McKinley, Jr., was born 


fifty-two years ago. When a lad of 
seventeen years, the war broke out. 
He went to the front as a private. He 
was mustered out as a major. 
After 


the war McKinley studied law and 
hung out his shingle in Canton, Ohio. 
He 
became prosecuting attorney of 


Stark county, and then entered politics. 
He was elected to congress and served 
fourteen years. He has been governor 
of Ohio since his defeat in 1890. 
Major McKinley married Miss Saxton 
in 1871. 
Their two children died "in 


1871.. Mrs. McKinley has-been-an in- 
valid for some years, and their social 
life has consequently been very quiet. 
Major McKinley lives in an unpre- 
tentious house in Canton. 


The principal dark horses of the con- 


vention include Governor Bradley, of 
Kentucky; Robert T. Lincoln, ex-min- 
ister of war; ex-President Harrison, 
Senator Cullom, ex-Senator Warner 
Miller and Hon. J. B. Foraker. 


Among the figures at the convention 


none have been more conspicuous in 
party history'in recent years than ex- 
Senator Thomas C. Platt, of New 
York-Nfieneral James S. Clarkson,-,qf 
Iowa'f Chauncey I. Filley, of Missouri; 
and M. A. Hanna, of Ohio. They 
have'T5e'eri variously sByled 
'bosses" 


and " statesmen,'' apcording to which 
side they were on. •' The most pictur- 
esque of the four is Filley, of Missouri, 
who has been "licked" so many times 
and won SQ many times that the Re- 
publican party in Missouri would feel 
lost without him.

making tho salary of teachers in the D 
primary §45 instead of §40. 
Seconded 


by Tappan, who made lengthy remarks 
showing the injustice of reducing the 
salary of teachers in this grade. Secre- 
tary Draper took great interest in the 
discussion. He thought the D teachers 
had a snap. Dawson took a hand in 
the argument, contradicting the secre- 
tary's statements. 
Eoyse suggested 


that if tho kicking members had only 
joined tho caucus they might have been 
successful in their efforts to make the 
D primary teachers' salary §45 instead 
of §40, but as it was now, they were 
wasting their breath. The amendment 
was lost. 


Ammendments were then introduced 


by Judge Dawsou to keep Janitor Long 


at the Sixth street building instead of 
transferring him to the Second, street".
